We are all familiar with the effort made 
by the new education to introduce the child 
through the kinde ten, the school, and 
the library to the best literature. The story 
in. the kindergarten, the supplementary 
reading in the school, and the books in the 
library open to ch'ldren of today many op- 
portunities of enjoyment and real culture. | 
It is the object of the present paper to 
show in a few practical ways how the home 
wor in its own province, side by side 
with schoo] and library, can influence chil- 
dren to love “the best that bas been said 
and written,” which the famcus English 
critic holds up to us as a standard of exce!- 
lence. We recall} the words of the wise when 
they tell us of the friendship of books, and we 
have learned from the writings of.the sages 
that to know and to love a book is to have a 
friend who will never proveinconstant. _ 


home he starts forth on life’s journey with a 
background of pleasant memories and with 
many advantages over his less favored com- 
rade, The average boy and girl is not a book 
lever. He may like to look at pictures and 
listen to stories read aloud or told, but the 
habit of reading for its own sake must be 
cultivated in all but unusual children. 

The following suggestions have been car- 
ried out In many families and are given as 
some of the methods that have successfully 
trained children to-love reading, and linked 
in their thought the béok and the home: 

1, We place first on the list the time hon- 
ored method of story telling, which has n 
lost its charm from the days of old Homer to 
the present. The story teller is king. In 
the evening for-father or mother to tell or 
read aloud a story makes that hour to the 


day afternoon what a joy to any child’s 


call the almost breathless interest with which 
we followed the adventures of Joseph and his 
brethren when we heard them for the first 
time read aloud in the home, and how we 
looked forward to Sunday because of the 
stories we so much enjoyed. It has always 
delighted children to hear a continued story 
read or told. We have known the members

If the ‘children take their turn in the read- 
ing and telling of stories they will enjoy the 
pleasure of sharing and the feeling of doing 
their part to make the family happy. This 
effort will also be of great entertaining value 
to the children. It fs after all the common 
joy, the common sorrow that unifies the fam- 
ily. Mere more than anywhere else in the 


world a child learns that some one calls “‘ the

3. Again, the book and the home can be 
united by having stories told or read which 


idealize the household and its work. Do 


not let us have all our imaginative tales 
about far off things. Side by side with star 
myths and flower fairies let us tell the story 
of the Greek princess who washed the family 
linen, or of Philemon and Baucis, who shared 
their frugal cheer with the strangers, Let 
the beautiful Mnes be learned of George Her- 


bert on the sweeping of the room, and have 


the children recite what Ruskin says about 
cooking, and what Hawthorne writes about 
sewing and the washing of dishes. Surely 
when Channing tells us to idealize the com- 
mon he means to find a beauty in common 
things. The great souls of the .world have 
always found this secret. The children will 
place a truer estimate upon home work if 


they link it with the poet's interpretation. . 


What might have been prosaic and menial 

ean be changed into beauty by the charm of 

the story. 


_4. In the observance of festivals the home 
can richly interpret to thé chuid through the 
story the past and present. Besides the 
pleasure of sharing his gifts and cheer with 
others, these red letter days in the year’s 
calendar are rich in memories of legend and 
tradition and the children can delight the 
home circle by singing songs and telling 
stories of long ago. 

Music, rightly understood, shduld be a 
spiritual outlet for self-expression, and nota 
training with the mastery of technique as an 
aim, or the development of the virtuoso as an 
end. The home can encourage children to 
sing and play as naturally as they talk, to 
tell stories and recite poems, and read aloud 
with no other motive than sharing with oth- 
ers what they themselves enjoy. : 


6. The final word can be said. in regard 
to stories in the home when the great in- 
fluence is used to uphold ideals and to re- 
place false by noble standards. The spiritual 
force of the story, how great is its power in 
coloring a child’s outlook, and how often its 
influence ts felt in later life. - 

The story told by a mother In childhood 
has helped many a man and woman to with- 
stand temptation and many a victory of the 
spirit has gained its impetus from the mem- 
ory of a story told in the home.
